In a statement notable for its lack of ambiguity, Secretary 


Hughes sweeps away all the buncombe and false pretense 
which have surrounded agitation for recognition of the soviet 
government of Russia and reduces the proposition to the hard 
reality of established facts. He makes it clear that the United 
States does not withhold recognition of Russia because it dis- 
approves of the form of that government, nor is it because of 
apprehension that the rule of the Soviets is lacking in assurance ( 
of stability. He fully concedes the right of the Russian people- 
to develop their own institutions in their own way. Czarism 
or the "dictation of the proletariat" are all one, so far as this 
country is concerned. Stability of government is essential, of 
course, he says, but he is unable to find any advantage in sta- 
bility if it means only the perpetuation of impossible condi- 
tions of international intercourse. 


Recognition of the soviet government is withheld solely be- 


xause of its policy of repudiation and confiscation and its de- 
clared program of propaganda for the overthrow of other 
governments.- He makes clear the utter impossibility of main- 
taining friendly intercourse with a government which avows 
itself not bound by the ordinary rules of honesty and good 
faith and openly declares its purpose to destroy the govern- 
ments with which it seeks to be on friendly terms. 


One of the chief complaints made by friends of the Moscow 


regime is that its overthrow has been sought by outside pow- 
ers.- What advocates of recognition, in effect, demand is.that 
no attempt shall be made to interfere with the workings of bol- 
shevik rule in Russia, but that the bolsheviks be given every 
possible facility to destroy other governments. We should 
.ake the adder to our bjeasts and be very careful not to harm 
it while it got in its deadly work! 


It-is urged that we should extend recognition in order to 


pave the way for loans to Russia and for the investment of 
American capital there, though Russia has repudiated loans 
made from the proceeds of the sale of liberty bonds and has 
indulged in wholesale confiscation of the property of Amer- 
icans. .The United States is not a harsh creditor and has no 
'desire to press debtors beyond their ability to pay, but the 
Secretary of State points out that there is a very wide differ- 
;ence between inability to pay and shameless repuditiation of 
an honest debt. There has been a world-wide disposition to 
look upon Uncle Sam as an easy mark, but he never has been 
'quite as easy as he would be were he to yield to demands for 
;recognition of the Russian government so long as its program 
of repudiation, confiscation and destructive propaganda stands 
'disavowed.—Washington Star.

Rev. Jonathan Lewis, federal prohi- 


bition agent for this state, was the 
speaker at the Business Men's supper 
at the T. M. C. A. on Thursday even- 
Ing and gave a very Interesting talk 
on the law and Its enforcement. 


There was a good number. present 


and Mr. Lewis was asked to speak on 
the ISth amendment and what is being 
done in this state to enforce it. Mr. 
Lewis said that the law enforcement 
was not one of prohibition but'rather 
one of public -support of -the constitu- 
tion, for no enforcement could be car- 
ried out .successfully .unless the people.! 
who believe in the constitution and law 
and order stand 'behind and cooperate 
with enforceme.nt officers. 


In this respect he -said that he had 


never' called upon the cffunty solicitor 
or sheriff of this county, but that he 
received the-very finest cooperation on 
th^part of the officials, and this was 
true of his agents. He said that there 
was no question but what the law was 
being -violated, but It was becoming 
less and less each year. 


Mr. Lewis said ftiat the great hue 


and cry that was being, raised that the 
prohibition amendment was put over 
on the country while the 
boys were 


over in France fighting, was not justi- 
fied by th% facts, for the amendment 
was first proposed and passed by Con- 
gress before this country went. Into 
the war, and was ratified by the dif- 
ferent states the following yeah 


He gave a number of statistics bear- 


Ing on the results of prohibition and 
said that there had been a big decrease 
in the mortality rate, aad a great in- 
crease In child birth In . the country 
without such serious effects as former- 
ly, and that this state was second only 
to Kansas in this respect. 


The statements that 
were 
being 


made that there was a great .deal of 
drinking on the part of the young peo- 
ple is not true, according to Investiga- 
tions that were being made, Mr. Lewis 
said. It was greatly 
overdrawn and 


there was no question but 
what the 


drinking oh the part of 
tha young 


people was far less than before the 
country went dry. Mr. Lewis woa not 
at all radical In his talk and it waa not 
a lecture on prohibition but rather a 
brief analysis of tha enforcement of 
the law. In his talk he said that there 
had been a very, great decrease In. the 
so called home brew. To be euro ther? 
was still some being made, toeer and 1 
light wines, but it was rapidly dimin- 
ishing and to his mind, was not-at all 
a serious problem.
